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A TARIFF COMMISSION. 


Business Interests to Co-operate in a 
Strong Effort for One. 











The Convention to Be Held at Indianapolis Next Month Will 
Take Measures to Have the Whole Subject of the 
Tariff Investigated by a Board of Experts. 


Wasuincton, D. C., January 26, 1909.—According to James W. 
Van Cleave, president of the National Association of Manufac- 
turers, who is in Washington, the tariff convention to be held in 
Indianapolis, February 16, 17 and 18 will be one of the most 
important gatherings ever held in this country. The manufac- 
turers’ association is committed to the movement for a tariff com 
mission, and the President-elect, William H. Taft, has indorsed 
it. Mr. Van Cleave said today: 

“The forthcoming tariff commission convention at Indianapolis 
is attracting such widespread attention that it is rapidly becoming 
the most important feature of the entire tariff question. The 
movement for a commission, started some time ago by the National 
Association of Manufacturers, has received a tremendous impetus 
from the many differences of opinion from the various indus 
tries on the subject of tariff reduction. 

“These differences of opinion must exist among commercial 
bodies and firms doing business under a tariff bill having more 
than 4,000 items; even the individual industries are not in harmony 
in many cases. For instance, one branch of the textile trade 
differs from another branch in the question of specific or ad 
valorem tariff rating. 

“Each day the press of the country records one or more ex- 
amples of this apparent industrial discord. Because of this, the 
necessity for a scientific and just board of arbitration becomes 
more imperative with each hour. The time when the intricate 
and technical details of a tariff bill can be harmonized to the 
satisfaction of business men by committees having neither the 
time nor technical training is past. The commercial interests of 
the country now insist that the whole tariff subject be investigated 
by a board of experts, call it commission, or what you will. 

“The members of the National Association of Manufacturers 
do not doubt the integrity or good intentions of a Congressional 
committee, but they do believe that the adjustment of -the tariff 
schedules must be based on the investigation of a commission 
qualified by training and experience justly to handle such a 
grave and vitally important industrial subject. 

“The convention called at Indianapolis not only has the full 
approval of the National Association of Manufacturers, but we 
intend to make the convention the medium for a ringing declara- 
tion of the people’s wishes. Many of the prominent men of the 
nation favor a commission. President Roosevelt has consistently 
advocated it for some time. 

“The President-elect is on record in favor of a commission 


and says that a provision for a permanent tariff commission in 
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the present tariff bill will meet his views. Congressmen, gov- 
ernors of States, mayors of cities and men of affairs everywhere 
are with us. The convention will settle the details and the gather- 
ing at Indianapolis will voice the results of this great movement. 

“The business men of the country demand a change in present 
methods and all they ask after all is simply justice, which means 
an equitable and honest tariff adjustment based on the finding 
of a non-partisan, impartial board with the assistance of trained 
experts fully qualified to investigate the many intricate details of 
the tariff so that Congress may enact a just tariff bill with 
equity to all the people of all classes.” 


Victoria, B, C., January 21, 1909—The Western Canada Wood 
Pulp and Paper Company has acquired the entire pulp limits, fore- 
shore rights and water privileges from the Quatsino Power and 
Pulp Company. An area of 55,000 acres of timber lands thus 
changes hands. The former company will at once erect a large 
mill on Marble Bay, Quatsino Sound. 


Canadian Pulp Board Mill Burned. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Quvesec, Canada, January 25, 1909—The single machine pulp 
board mill owned and operated by Joseph Ford & Co. at Glen Ford, 
Portneuf County, was totally destroyed by fire on Saturday last. 
lhe fire originated in a pile of waste alongside the machine and 
had made such headway before being perceived that the fire ap- 
pliances available were altogether inadequate to cope with it, result- 
ing in the total loss of the plant, which is partially covered by in- 
surance. M. 


A $4,000,000 Pulp Mill Project. 

Cuartotte, N. C., January 25, 1909—A gigantic pulp mill, to 
cost $4,000,000, is to be built near Bryson City, N. C., by Whitney 
& Son, of Philadelphia, Pa. A band saw that will cut 200,000 feet 
daily is also to be operated by the company. About 2,500 men 
will be employed there. North Carolina is coming rapidly to the 
front in the pulp manufacturing business. The million dollar 
pulp mill at Canton, N. C., is now running full blast and doing 
a tremendous business. Other pulp and paper manufactories 
are being promoted in this State. 


New Paper Mill in Formosa. 

Vice Consul General E. G. Babbitt, of Yokohama, sends the fol- 
lowing Japanese newspaper note concerning a new paper mill en- 
terprise : 

“The Mitsu Bishi firm, which purchased a piece of land of about 
6,000,000 tsubo (about 5,000 acres) at Toroku, in Formosa, early 
in 1908, is now constructing a paper mill there. The firm has de- 
cided to invest $500,000 gold for the present. Keichiku (a sort of 
hamboo), which grows extensively in the vicinitv of Toroku. will 
be used in the manufacture of paper at the mill. It is expected 
that the mill will be able to open operations by July or August 
next.

Houses Handling a General Line Report a Decided Improvement 
Over the Fall Trade—A Co-operative Movement Among 
Printers Helps Paper Men—Trade Changes and Mill News. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
San Francisco, Cal, January 20, 1909.—The paper market in 
San Francisco at the present time is showing an improvement over 
the fall business,:and the new year is opening in a very satisfactory 


manner to all interested. While of course there is a falling off to 


be noticed in the line of fancy wrappers, as ,well as in almost all 
other grades of this commodity, there is an increase to be noted in 
other lines that more than makes up the difference, and dealers 
who do a general business are unanimous in their opinions that 
there is a decided improvement to be noted 
[he December trade was a surprise in the lines that were af 
fected by the holiday business, as trade in general was much heav- 
ier than the most sanguine had dared to hope. In many lines it 
was a record breaker, and merchants generally were more than 
satished. Holiday stationery sold better than ever before, due to 
the excellent manner in which it was prepared for the trade, and 
there was scarcely a jobber in the city who did not practically 
clean up all the available stock of this class of goods Post cards 
and paper novelties were also in great demand, and the local job- 
bers all report a heavier business than has ever been experienced 
before. Although the December business in all lines was large, 
it is to be noted that stocks of paper in the hands of consumers 
are still very light. There is an indication, however, that buying 
will be done more freely from now on, and already there is a ten- 
dency in some quarters to stock up quite extensively. This is taken 
as an indication that business is picking up and that conservative 
business men are ready to take advantage of the discounts that 
come through the making of large purchases. The gradual rise in 
prices on many lines that have taken place during the past two 
months has set them to thinking, and they are commencing to an- 
ticipate their wants as much as possible in the expectation that the 
highest prices have not been realized as yet 
At the present time there is considerable difficulty in getting stock 
from the East and in serving customers in the interior valleys 
of the State owing to heavy floods that are being experienced on 
the Sacramento River. The extremely high water is affecting the 
present operations of several of the California paper mills, but so 
Irom the North- 
west comes news of extremely cold weather which has affected

There 
was a scarcity of this article to be noted in the fall, but stocks 
are now ample and the mills are attempting to get some reserve 
stock on hand. Prices on this commodity were raised in the fall 
when stocks were short, and are remaining at the same figures set 
then, indicating that the market is in a strong condition. 

There is some business being done at the present time in fruit 
wrappers, but a large part of the orange crop is now harvested 
and but little business can be expected in the wrapper line until

the new crop of deciduous fruits is ready for the market.

is an increased demand for toilet papers to be noted, and it is 
claimed that supplies in retailers’ hands are very limited. 

At a meeting of printers and supply men held in San Francisco 
on January 9 it was decided that more uniform prices must be 
secured by printers here, and an attempt will be made to fix some 
kind of a standard of valuation for the work. Among the leaders 
in the movement are some of the largest printing concerns in the 
city, as well as some of the largest paper houses. “Printing houses 
have been cutting each other's throats long enough,” said a promi 
nent member of the paper trade. “The public has reaped the ben 
fits and many firms have been forced to the wall, and all becaus« 
there was no standard of valuation. It is intended that every 
house will be forced to act by fair means, and there will be no 
more taking jobs at a loss so as to get customers. When a case 
of this kind is reported to the joint council we propose to establish 
it will be thoroughly investigated and the names of the guilty par 
ties will be posted. Under these conditions a supply man cannot 
afford to sell goods to a printer who works at a loss. That method 
of doing business points inevitably to the fact that the supply man 
must eventually become a partner with the printer. This follows 
because the printer cannot pay his bills if he works at a loss. And 
if the supply man is a partner of the printer, then the other em- 
ploying printers who are members of our joint council will not 
buy supplies from that man. They will not patronize a competitor. 
The outcome of all this will be that the supply firm will have to 
insist that prices be kept up to a reasonable figure. We have laid 
the foundation for a clearing house for the bulk of our difficulties, 
and we are sure that the move will be a success. It is the most 
comprehensive piece of work yet undertaken along this line.” 

Hyland & Jarvie, who make a specialty of bags, twine and heavy 
wrapping papers, have secured a ten year lease on a portion of the 
building at the corner of Front and Pine streets belonging to the 
Metropolitan Match Company, and are now occupying the new 
quarters, having deserted their temporary quarters in the Mission 
district early in the year. 

F. G. White, vice president of the Willamette Pulp and Paper 
Company, and also one of the officials and stockholders of the 
Tulare Mining Company, a corporation which owns valuable 
magnesite mines in Tulare County, has been inspecting the mine 
in the interests of the stockholders. 


The wholesale business of Blake, Moffitt & Towne in the southern 
portion of the State has grown to such an extent that more room 
must be added, and work will be started within a short time on the 
erection of a four story warehouse building in the wholesale dis 
trict near the Arcade depot at Los Angeles. 

The California Bag and Paper Company and the California Paper 
Bag Company, two concerns in Oakland, Cal., controlled by the 
Taylor Paper Company, have merged their interests and have just 
filed articles of incorporation with a capital stock of $75,000. The 
officers at the head of the affiliated concerns are: S. J. Taylor. 
president; F. L. Taylor, vice president and manager; George Ise- 
man, secretary and treasurer. A large lot of new machinery is 
now on the way West, and before the commencement of summer 
the plant will be running to its full capacity; a large amount of 
business is already assured.

Word has reached here that the new Hawley mill located at 
Oregon City, Ore., is now completed, and that the pulp mill is in 
operation, turning out about 25 tons a day.

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BOX MAKERS MEET. 


The Western Association Holds Its An- 
nual Convention in Chicago. 
The Meeting and Banquet Were Very Successful Affairs—Papers 


Were Read and Trade Matters Discussed—Visitors Were 
Entertained in True Western Style—New Officers Elected. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Cuicaco, January 26, 1909.—The Western Paper Box Manufac- - 


turers’ Association held a very successful convention and banquet, 
at the Auditorium on Wednesday, Thursday and Friday of last 
week. The attendance was large, about seventy-five members be- 
ing present at each session. The day sessions were devoted to 
the reading of specially prepared papers and discussions 

R. H. Ritchie, Chicago, read a paper on “Cost Systems,” which 
subject was most ably handled by the author. The members of 
the association are endeavoring to do away with ruinous competi- 
tion by the study of costs, so as to devise some method of figuring 
which may be uniformly adopted by the association. Another im- 
portant subject considered at the convention was the advantages 
of individual motors for box factories. It was the consensus of 
opinion that individual motors lessened the cost of manufacture 
and permitted of speeding the individual machines to the greatest 
possible capacity as permitted by the ability of each operator. By 
the old system it was necessary to speed the machines only to 
the capacity of the slowest operator. 

The board conditions were discussed, and it was the general 
opinion of the paper box makers that with the greatly increased 
output of box board in the West, as produced by new mills or old 
mills which have doubled their tonnage, there would be no scarcity 
and that competition among the mills would tend to keep prices low. 

Many good suggestions were made for increasing the demand 
of boxes, by advocating their use in place of wrapping paper. By 
a campaign of education it was believed that paper boxes could 
be put to many new uses. An increased demand for reinforced 
pulp board packing cases was generally reported, and it was be- 
lieved that the manufacture of these cases would soon constitute 
a large part of the industry. 

The officers elected for the ensuing year were as follows: Presi- 
dent, W. E. Ritchie, Chicago; vice-president, J. P. Hummel, Mil- 
waukee; secretary, George H. Tompkins, Chicago; treasurer, 
George J. Kroeck, Chicago; advisory board, John B. Holman, St. 
Louis; Fred Davenport, Cincinnati; George A. Fisher. Minne- 
apolis, Minn., and A. G. Burry, Fort Wayne, Ind. 

The attendance at the banquet Friday evening numbered 140, 
and much enthusiasm was manifested for the association and the 
good being accomplished through it. W. E. Ritchie, the presi- 
dent, gave an address on association purposes. Walter D. Moody, 
general manager of the Chicago Association of Commerce, spoke 
on the value of an organization. Jerome J. Crowley had as his 
toast the text “Boxes Rule the World.” J. Philip Bird, business 
manager of the National Association of Manufacturers, New York. 
and formerly connected with the paper and paper box trades, spoke 
on “Possibilities of Association.” H. A. Antram, of the Randolph 
Box and Label Company, Chicago, responded to the toast “Humor- 
ous Side.” Special songs, music and professional entertainment 
were provided. 

During the convention the out-of-town members were entertained 
by special trips about the city. Paper box machinery houses made 
special exhibits. That of the M. D. Knowlton Company, at 80-86 
Jackson boulevard, was very complete and attracted much atten- 
tion and favorable comment.

BALtIMorE, Ohio, January 25, 1909.—The Liberty Oil and Gas 
Company have through their enterprise been the means of open- 
ing up a new gas territory that for years has been jumped by ex- 
pert gas men as territory that was no good. 

The well is located between Baltimore and Basil, and is 1,865 
feet deep, and is about 8 feet in the gas bearing sand, and is said 
by experts to be the best as to quality yet drilled in the county.

Files Complaint Against Railroad Under Commerce Act.

Wasuincton, D. C., January 26, 1909—The firm of Blake, 
Moffitt & Towne, of San Francisco and Los Angeles, has filed a 
complaint with the Interstate Commerce Commission against the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway Company and the Atchi- 
son, Topeka & Santa Fé Railway Company. 

On August 21, 1906, and on March 30, 1907, the concern shipped 
two cars of paper from Munising, Mich., to Los Angeles, the aggre- 
gate weight being 82,300 pounds, for which the rate charged was 
8o cents per 100 pounds, or a total of $658.40. At the time the 
shipment moved there was a rate in effect of 75 cents, and it is 
claimed that to charge more than the 75 cent rate at that time 
was unreasonable, excessive and in violation of the Act to Regu- 
late Commerce.

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TRADE RATHER SLUGGISH. 


Most Reports in Regard to Market Conditions Are to the Ef- 
fect That New Business Is ‘““Slow’’—Buyers Still Conserv- 
ative—Improved Water Power a Bearish Factor. 


While business in other lines continues to make slow progress 
toward a return to the normal, there seems little prospect of 

larger demand than now prevails in the New York paper 
trade. Just why trade is not making greater headway is not 
perfectly clear, judging from the statements now being advanced 
by most dealers and manufacturers. The only explanation which 
seems to cover the situation locally is the restrictive influence 
occasioned by the tariff agitation and the uncertainty as to what 
will be done. Some of the old timers in the business view con 


lifferently. They say that the paper business 


ditions somewhat ¢ 
has never been known to recover rapidly following any financial 


disturbance affecting the commercial and industrial life of the 


country In their opinion the market is still passing through 
the convalescent period after the panic of 1907 and for that 
reason there can be no decided change for the present On 


the surface the market is going to remain in a rather quiet 
state for a time, but underlying conditions are gradually im 
proving so that when the buying movement increases the market 
will respond. The extent of the present demand shows that 
the jobbers and consumers are still covering only actual consump 
tive requirements. January so far has not been as good a month 
as December for many of the paper concerns. Stocks continue 
low in the jobbing trades, and what orders are being placed are 
invariably for small lots 


' he tone of the market is apparently 
easier, especially on the coarser grades of paper such as news, 
wrapping and side runs. This has been brought about by the im 
proved water conditions at manufacturing points. Most mills 
are operating full or well up to their normal capacity and deliver 
ies are naturally much better than a few weeks ago. The scarcity 
of the above grades has lessened and some dealers who have 
already received good sized shipments on old orders have can 
celled the balance rather than carry any large quantities of stock. 
The bids on the paper for the public printer were something 
of a surprise in local trade circles because of the prices quoted, 
particularly on book paper, all being seemingly lower than last 
year. A cut of 5 per cent. on bags was reported this week. All 
grades of paper remain in relatively the same position as a 
week ago excepting that news, manila, fibres and side runs are 
somewhat more plentiful but without any change in prices.

An Off Week in Chicago—The Reasons.

The past week has been a trying one to the Chicago trade. 
One large paper consumer failed, and several small printers evi- 
dently considered the time favorable for making assignments 
These failures have tended to make credit terms more restricted, 
and jobbers are watching their accounts closely There is a 
disposition among the trade to be conservative, and this restricts 
sales. The demand for paper is not reviving fast enough for 
the jobbers. and manufacturers. The scarcity of paper which 
was predicted several weeks ago is no longer a subject of conver- 
sation, and instead quotations on nearly all grades are weakened. 
Even news print, which heretofore held firm, sagged a few cents 
for immediate acceptance. Deliveries of manilas and fibres are 
being made more promptly, and cash buyers are reported as 


making favorable purchases. With the increased production of 
box board and only average demand prices sagged a few dollars 
a ton. Egg case fillers, which heretofore held remarkably firm, 
broke considerably. This was partly due to the withdrawal from 
the market of one large packing house, which has its own mill 
and which recently doubled its mill capacity. Very few of the 
book paper mills have been able to secure the additional ten cents 
a hundred pounds. 

These concessions in prices are considered as only temporary 
by the trade, and it is expected that with the beginning of the 
spring demand quotations on all grades of paper will resume their 


old time firmness. The quietness in demand will prevail until

Dandy Rolis Cylinder Molds 
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A Falling Off in Philadelphia.

Business in Good Shape im Fox Valley.

Changes in Mexican Tariff.

The increase will not affect the exporting 
of these articles, but simply prohibits manufacturers in this coun 
try from doing the printing work for their customers in Mexico 
It is a move by the Mexican Government to protect the printing 
industry of that country. The advance is equivalent to about 
cent a pound over the old duty. 

Raymondville Company to Put in More Electric Grinders. 

[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

WATERTOWN, January 26, 1909.—That it may not be affected by 
future drouths similar to the great drouth of the past several 
months, the Raymondville Paper Company, of this city, operating 
mills at Raymondville, has just decided to install four new electric 
wood pulp grinders in the lower pulp mill operated in connection 
with the paper mill. The addition is necessitated on account of 
the low water of the past several months, and will place the mill 
in a position to operate unhampered in the future in spite of a 
water famine. The grinders will be operated by electric power to 
be secured from the Pittsburg Reduction Company. of Massena, 
a few miles distant. The installation of these four grinders will 
make nine grinders at the paper mill in addition to the twelve 
grinders in operation at the pulp mill or upper mill. The new 
grinders will have a capacity of six tons of pulp -per day. 

For the past five years electrical grinders have been used at the 
Remington-Martin mills at Norfolk, owned by the same interests, 
and on that account the company has been able to run through the 
low water period. B. 


Black River Power Association Formed.

Watertown, N. Y., January 26, 1909.—The Black River Power 
\ssociation of this city was last Friday incorporated under the 
laws of this State, the capital stock being $5,000, made up of $5 
shares. Several paper manufacturers of this section are members 
of the association, among whom are D. M. Anderson and W. O 
Ball, of this city; James A. Outterson, of Carthage; G. H. P 
Gould, of Lyons Falls, and J. P. Lewis, of Beaver River. 

The object of the association is to increase, protect and main- 
tain the flow of water in Black River and its tributaries, and to 
prevent a waste of water by the State, or by private persons, or to 
allow water to be diverted from the river for any purpoes except 
for power.

of this canal between Boonville and Lyons Falls at an expense of 
$109,000. The association believes that good water power and 
the conservation of water power mean the prosperity of this sec- 
tion.

Another Dam Across the Connecticut at Windsor Locks.

GREAT NORTHERN LEAVE MADISON, ME,? 


A Story Is Going the Rounds of the Maine Press That the Hol- 
lingsworth & Whitney Company May Eventually Take 
Over the Madison Mill—The Reason Why.

The Hollingsworth & Whitney Company, with mills at Gardiner 
and Winslow in this State, is now engaged in developing a water 
power which the Great Northern Paper Company started to de- 
velop a few years ago. The splendid power at Fishing Rips is 
now turned back by a great stone dam, and at one end a wheelpit 
of solid granite and watertight is fast nearing completion, The 
work will be continued through the winter and until the proposed 
power station is completed late next summer. 

The power station will be first used as a grinder room for ground 
wood pulp and to furnish electric power over 20 miles of wire to 
the mills at Winslow. With the possible exception of that at Milli- 
nocket the power at Fishing Rips will be second to none in the 
State. 

This fact has led many to ask why the Great Northern Company 
sold the privilege to the Hollingsworth & Whitney Company. The 
Great Northern owns but a small amount of timber town land on 
the Kennebec waters, but does own a very great amount on Penob- 
scot waters, where the largest of the company’s mills are located. 
All of the timber towns of the Hollingsworth & Whitney Company 
are directly connected with Kennebec waters. 

Probably no pulp company doing business on the Kennebec River 
twenty years ago had the slightest idea that the industry would 
develop as it has in that period, for surely could the Great North 
ern people have even guessed at the results which have attained 
in the period mentioned more wild land would have been pur- 
chased at the start. 

The Great Northern Paper Company secured what the manage- 
ment thought would last a lifetime, and then the Hollingsworth & 
Whitney Company stepped in and secured the rest of what was 
then in the market. [t is plain that in a very few years, possibly 
five, the Great Northern will be looking for big timber on its Ken- 
nebec holdings’ and will find it not 

The Hollingsworth & Whitney Company will be cutting good 
stuff twenty-five years hence, and it is for this reason that it is 
believed by some that within the next five years the Great Northern 
will withdraw from Madison, having sold its mills, powers and 
privileges to the Hollingsworth & Whitney Company. which: will 
then control the pulp making industry on the Kennebec River, as 
the International Company is hedging with its mill at Solon. 





Stock Men Want License Law Repealed. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

PHILADELPHIA, January 26, 1909.—Legislation directly affecting 
the paper trade, particularly the paper stock and paper box branches 
of it, is to be brought to the attention of the State Legislature 
during the present session. The Philadelphia Paper Stock Dealers’ 
Association is raising a fund for the sinews of war, and at the 
meeting of the association last week great interest in the matter 
was shown. 
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There has been on the statute books since 1871 an ordinance pt 
viding that all “itinerant vendors” must pay a license fee of $50 
and in addition enter a bond of $500. This law has been until ré 
cent months a dead letter, but the police got active and arrested 
many of the small paper stock jobbers who were unable to pay so 
high a charge. The original purpose of the legislation was to pr 
vent junk dealers from purchasing metal stolen from the large in 
dustrial works of the city. But the law is so broad that unoffending 
paper jobbers were arrested and fined, and the supply of stock 
was seriously cut off. 

In order not to antagonize manufacturers who may want the 
protection the bill gives the paper stock and the metal jobbers 
have tentatively agreed to the passage of an amendatory bill cut- 
ting down to from $2.50 to $5 the annual license on paper stock 
dealers or “vendors,” and eliminating entirely the requirement that 
they enter bonds, and reducing the license fee of metal dealers from 
$50 to $25 and the bond from $500 to $250. The manufacturers de- 
clare that they are satisfied with such an amendment, and the paper 
stock vendors declare it will protect them from a hardship the law 
is made to impose on them now, but which the lawmakers never in- 
tended they should bear. Evan G. Badger, the well known stock 
dealer, is out with an explanatory ‘circular, and practically every 
large jobber is supporting the movement to amend the law. 

There is also on the statute books a law against the use of the 
Stars and Stripes for decorative purposes, as for cover papers for 
stationery, candies, etc., far more drastic than the national law, 
which simply prohibits printing on the flag. Under the State law 
paper box manufacturers are law breakers if they make a flag paper 
for holiday confections and the like. Senator Austin will intro- 
duce an amendment giving relief. E. R. G 


Japan Guards Against Paper Famine. 


The Japanese also have looked over the contents of their in 


dustrial stores and have decided that something must be done 


toward conserving their remaining supplies of raw material for 
paper making. 

In Japan, paper is used for almost everything from the silver 
figured partitions of the Buddhist temple to the rude hut walls 
of the laborer; from the silk like vestments of the priest down to 
the rainproof shield of the traveler. In fact, the ingenuity of 
the Japanese is only matched by the varieties of uses to which 
paper may be adapted. 

The work of the United States Government toward determining 
the amount of paper materials used and the source of future 
supply, is being followed by the Japanese, according to an advice 
from United States Consul John H. Snodgrass, at Kobe. The 
imminence of the danger is apparent from the fact that the Japan- 
ese authorities have requested the paper mills department of the 
Mitsu Bishi Kaisha to take over some 7,500 acres of the bamboo 
forests of Formosa. 

It is known that the bamboo tree has been the raw material 
from which the Japanese have recently made the larger por- 
tion of their paper products; so it is thought that, by introducing 
the improved methods of forest cultivation and harvesting, this 
tract of woods will furnish yearly 10,000.000 bamboos adapted for 
conversion into paper pulp. 

No matter whether the paper company will establish its mills 
in Formosa or ship the bamboo to Japan in a partly finished state, 
the development of this new source of raw material will be of 
high importance and may overcome the necessity of the Island 
Empire looking to foreign countries for the future supply of 
paper pulp.

Big Swedish Pulp Mill Burned. 

Advices from Sweden report the total destruction of the me 
chanical pulp factory at Torpshammar, with a loss representing 
$84,000 

Austrian Paper Mill Burned. 

The total destruction by fire is announced of the paper factory 
belonging to Jacob Luigi & Co., Reveredo, Tyrol. The loss is esti- 
mated at equal to $125,000. 

Norwegian Cellulose Mills Reduce Wages. 

The anticipated lockout in the Norwegian cellulose mills has 
been averted by an agreement, according to which wages during 
three years will be reduced 4 per cent. 

Caustic Soda and Chlorine from Sea Salt. 

It is reported that Siemens & Halske, of Berlin, the well known 
electrical firm, have discovered an electrolytic process for making 
caustic soda and chlorine from sea salt. 

Norwegian Celluiose Mills Buying Russian Wood. 

Several large cellulose mills in Sweden are said to have decided 
upon importing from Russia the pulp wood needed for their re- 
quirements, owing to the high prices of Norwegian wood at 
present. 

Big Pulp Company Puts Up Its Own Paper Mill. 

The important margarine firm of Otto M6nsted, Aarhus and Co- 
penhagen, has bought an old brewery for the purpose of trans- 
forming it into a factory of wrapping and packing paper, largely 
used by the concern in question. 

Three German Companies Pass Dividends. 

Attributing that course to the bad state of trade, the increased 
cost of raw materials and difficulties with the workers, three large 
paper and pulp companies have passed their dividends., The com- 
panies are: Upper Bavarian Pulp and Paper Company, Munich; 
Rhenish Paper Company, Neuss, and an Elberfeld paper company 

Austrian Decorations for Pulp and Paper Men. 

Among manufacturers who received the Order of Francis Joseph 
on the occasion of the recent jubilee of the Austrian Emperor, 
were: Edward Partington, president of the Kellner-Partington 
Paper and Pulp Company, which has a branch at Hallein; Herr 
Julius Singer, administrator of the Steyermuhl Paper Company, 
and Herr Heinrich Kolischer, paper manufacturer at Czerlany. 

_ Finnish Cellulose Association. 

Under the style of “Finska Cellulosaforeningen,” an association 
has been formed by seven cellulose factories, for the purpose of 
promoting the interests of the Finnish industry in that branch 
Statistics will be periodically issued illustrating the state of pro- 
duction and the prices realized. It was further resolved to ex- 
change statistical information with the Scandinavian Cellulose As- 
sociation. 

Want to Stop Advertising of Bargains. 

Certain Swedish retail associations have lately brought pressure 
to bear upon local journals, with a view to the latter refusing ad- 
vertisements quoting cut prices. The Swedish Newspaper Pub- 
lishers’ Association, to which the matter was referred, has issued 
a circular calling upon its members, whatever may be their poli- 
tics, to oppose such a demand; the newspapers, moreover, not 
being in a position to intelligently exercise the desired supervision. 

Pierucci’s New Paper for Incandescent Lights. 

Further details regarding this paper (already referred to in THE 
PAPER TRADE JOURNAL) state that it is simply composed of charcoal 
dust and wood pulp in equal proportions. It is said that a larger 
proportion of charcoal-might be utilized, but Professor Pierucci re- 
ports he has experienced difficulty in finding grains sufficiently fine. 
The inventor regards its most important uses as being the filtering 
of alkaline acids and other solutions, as well as sterilization. The 





invention is patented in Italy, France, Germany, England and the 
United States. 
Waldhof Pulp Factory Prospering. 

Notices have been issued for an extraordinary general meeting 
of the Waldhof Pulp Factory at Mannheim, Germany. for the 
purpose of approving the issue of new shares, bringing the capital 
from $4,750,000 to $6,125,000. An issue of bonds has also been 
proposed. Unofficial advices report that notwithstanding the hard 
times a dividend of 25 per cent. will again be declared, this result 
being largely due to the improvements recently made in the plant 


Association of French Paper Manufacturers. 

At the meeting of the above association, held last month in Paris, 
the question of the discount on paper was discussed. Although 
some years ago the association, in harmony with the larger dealers, 
had decided on the abolition of discounts, certain other bodies, re- 
flecting the sentiments of the smaller dealers and makers up of 
paper articles, have been since urging the maintenance of dis- 
counts, under the arrangement originally made in 1896. The last 
named organizations have now decided to leave the question of 
discount open for arrangement by their individual members. 


A German Traveler’s Impression of the Norwegian Paper Industry. 

In a letter from Christiania a correspondent of the Paper-Fabri- 
kant comments upon the double cross cutting machines of English 
make which he saw in operation at Borregaard, and which save di- 
viding the web on the machine, as well as subsequent winding on 
different rolls, As to Kraft papers, he considered that Norwegian 
factories were making progress and delivering well, although not 
fully up to the standard of the Swedish article. He likewise re- 
ports that in the Lloyd Works at Honefos warm ground wood is 
exclusively made, heated up to about 40° C. (104° Fahr.), the 
whole product being shipped to the parent firm in England, dried 
to 50 per cent, 

The Influence of Sizing on the Durability of Paper. 

At a recent meeting of the Swedish Chemical Society the ques- 
tion of the influence of sizing upon the durability of paper was dis- 
cussed. The proceedings included an exhibition of paper testing 
appliances and of reproductions of paper fibres by Herr Roos, di- 
rector of the material testing section of the Stockholm Technical 
High School. In the course of the subsequent discussion Director 
Bosaiis urged that rosin sizing was inferior to but cheaper than 
animal sizing, and was therefore coming more and more into use. 
He confirmed the statement made by another member to the effect 
that paper with animal sizing was more absorbent of ink than that 
with rosin sizing. 

Herr Roos reported that the only thing the testing section had so 
far been able to do was to test all the samples received for that 
purpose. Other speakers recommended a close investigation of the 
subject by that authority. 


An American consular officer in Great Britain has received an 
inquiry for the names of firms in the United States engaged in the 
manufacture of paper bottles. In answering manufacturers should 
refer to No. 2942, and mail their replies to the Bureau of Manu- 
factures, Washington, D. C. 


In the case of the Watertown (N. Y.) National Bank against

Pulp Delivery to Beaters—Answer to “G. M. P.” 

Pulp furnished while in a wet or separated condition to beaters 
by means of conveying pipes is far more economical than fur- 
nishing when in a dry state. The wet pulp is furnished quicker 
and with less labor cost, thereby saving time and money. Power 
is also saved, for the beater does not have to break the pulp into 
fibres, as it does when pulp is furnished dry. Paper will naturally 
be cleaner, for the dry pulp through much handling becomes at 
times quite dirty, especially the outer coverings, which are some- 
times allowed to pass into beater, M. K. 

Paper Testing—Answer to “R. M. M.” 

There are several appliances on the market for the testing of the 
characteristics of paper you speak of, and a little experience in 
using them would soon fit you to determine which were best suited 
to your requirements. 

For breaking strain there is a machine which when fitted with a 
strip of paper 1 inch wide and § inches long will register the 
stretch as well as the breaking strain of the paper. Some of these 
machines are operated by mechanism worked by springs, but the 
writer considers those worked by weights as the most reliable. 

There is no common method for determining the tearing qual- 


ity of a paper other than the judgment exercised by the man who 
does the tearing. 
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Bursting strength is determined by means of a diaphragm ma 
chine. 

When testing papers for above qualities always give due con- 
sideration to the machine and cross direction of the paper, and 
take the mean of not less than six tests. Be 
used are in perfect order.

Electricity in Paper—Answer to “ James.” 

The principal causes for the presence of electricity in paper are 
heat and friction. Hot drying cylinders and a hot dry machine 
room will produce enough of electricity in the paper to cause the 
machine help to approach the reel as they would a rattlesnake 
As the paper leaves the last stack of calenders the electricity in it 
is more noticeable, owing to the friction caused by the driving and 
driven rolls of the stack. 

Well sized paper containing a large percentage of rosin is also a 
~ause for the electrification of the sheet. 

The use of woolen drying felts on the machine tend to increase 
the amount of electricity in the paper. 

Light papers and fast speed are also favorable to producing elec- 
tricity, and the greater the number of calender rolls through 
which the paper must pass the greater will be the amount of elec- 
tricity present. “2 

Lime or Soda?—Answer to “ Rags.” 

Your question as to which is best and most economical in rag 
boiling, lime or caustic soda, presents a subject capable of unlim- 
ited discussion among paper makers. As far as economy is con- 
cerned lime is undoubtedly the cheaper to use, although many good 
paper makers will dispute this fact. Possibly it is open to doubt 
where there is a recovery plant in connection with the use of caus- 
tic soda. The writer believes that lime is the most economical as 
well as the most beneficial chemical to use. Its action upon the 
fibre is light and accomplishes the desired purpose. The lime by 
combination with foreign matter produces an insoluble soap, which 
acts continually upon the rags until removed by washing in the 
breaking engine. 

The action of the caustic soda upon rag fibres is most drastic 
and much attention must be given its use. 

If lime of proper quality is used and thoroughly slacked and 
screened before being run into the kettle it will give the best of 
satisfaction in its work. The time of boiling, the per cent. of 
lime used and the pressure carried are all worthy of experiment 
and consideration, and such as can be improved upon in many ways. 
There are mills today using caustic soda which have never tried

Linen Laid Marks—Answer to “'T. J.” 

To obtain best possible laid mark on a paper made from linen 
fibre stock should be worked to a wet and soft condition, but not 
so much that it would be necessary to carry a strong vacuum on 
first suction box. Stuff should be as soft as possible when passing 
under dandy, and then should be sucked hard and dry on last suc- 





tion box. Couch rolls and press rolls should carry the least pos- 
sible weight. The dandy should be heavier and its wires sharper 
than the ordinary laid dandy. The linen stock being naturally 
hard, a heavy, sharp wired dandy becomes absolutely necessary to 
produce a desirable impression upon it. A straight and true run- 
ning supporting roll run under dandy will do much to secure best 
results if it is in proper position. The slower the speed of the 
machine the more pronounced will be the laid mark, Fr. &: 


Black Paper Proposition Killed by Cost of White Ink. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

AppLeTon, Wis., January 25, 1909.—There was quite a little talk 
last spring of the possibility of making up old newspapers into 
black print paper to be printed with white ink, the object sought 
to be obtained being the cheapening of the cost of print paper 
by doing away with the necessity of using very much new ground 
wood. The Appleton Post, with the co-operation of the Kimberly- 
Clark Company, had some black print paper made up, but the 
search for a white ink that could be used was not successful from 
the standpoint of cost. It was proved that the cost of the white 
ink would be so much more than of black ink as to overbalance 
the saving made by the use of black print paper. The least price 
of an adequate white ink would be 25 cents per pound, and several 
pounds would be required to cover the same amount of paper as 
would be covered by one pound of black ink

Steam Damping Apparatus for S. & S. C. Papers. 
By “B” in the World’s Paper Trade Review. 

A writer in the Wochenblatt fiir Papierfabrikation makes the 
following remarks: “It is well known that paper cannot be prop- 
erly glazed as soon as it leaves the paper machine. 
reasons for this: 


There are two 
In the first place, the paper is still brittle and its 
elasticity is so poor that much ‘broke’ is made by creases and breaks 
in passing through the calenders. In the ordinary way a reel of 
paper will require two or three days before it recovers sufficient 
moisture from the air to withstand the glazing process. This time 
may, of course, be very much shortened by suitable cooling and 
damping before reeling. The second reason against immediate 
glazing is that even if the paper can be got through the calender 
the glaze which it receives is only temporary and largely disap- 
pears after a short time. 

“For the purpose of damping the paper a steam spray is capable of 
giving very good results provided it be properly constructed. The 
earlier forms of steam dampers caused a great amount of trouble 
owing to the formation of drops. The apparatus is very simple, 
consisting only of a sheet metal box with a slanting cover; but if 
the cover be too flat, the drops of condensed steam which form on 
the inside cannot run away and sometimes fall on the paper. 
With a properly constructed steam damper the paper can be glazed 
direct from the paper machine, and the glaze is permanent. 

“A point which requires more attention than it often receives 
in the manufacture of supercalendered papers is the tension of the 
web on the paper machine. A paper which is tightly stretched 
during making loses its strength and elasticity, since the felting 
of the fibres is partly undone. When it comes to the supercalender 
it is incapable of stretching any more and the result is that it 
breaks.”

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EDUCATING THE BUYER IS A SIN. 


Orders Sent to the Mills Nowadays Call for All the Virtues Pos- 
sible to Put Into a Sheet-—This Was Not Always So—The 
Change Due to Salesmen. 


(Written for THe Parer Trave Journat.) 

Once there was a time in paper making when mills would turn 
out paper containing many flaws. This paper would go to the 
printer via the paper broker, and seldom would a complaint be 
heard on its account. There was a reason, and it was this: The 
paper consumers were great in number when compared with the 
number of paper makers, and the paper brokers were also scant 
and it was a case of must have the paper, so that paper that

Mills are today receiving orders calling for a certain percentage 
of rag fibre, and a hundred and one stipulations regarding the 
strength, finish, sizing, bulk, folding qualities and tear, and it is 
no wonder that the paper maker feels that he is up against a hard 
proposition in making any money and satisfying the customer at the 
same time. There are many things that are responsible for the 
demand for these qualities in paper. It does not come from the 
actual user of the paper, that is. the people that read the books or 
paper after it is printed; rather these things have come about 
through the efforts of paper buyers, who have called the attention 
of printers and other paper users to the qualities of the papers 
they sell, and in turn they go to the mill and request them to give 
them a paper of extra good tearing quality or some distinctive 
feature, which they can bring to the attention of the man to whom 
they are to sell the paper. And so it goes on; one man will call 
the attention of his buyer to some quality which his paper possesses, 
and then along comes another paper salesman with another dis- 
tinctive quality, and by this process the paper user has become 
educated to a certain degree regarding the qualities of paper, and 
he demands that the paper made for him must have all of the best 
qualities, whether he is willing to pay for them or not. Some sales- 
men have gone so far that they have taken the paper buyers right 
into the mills and have explained to them the manner in which 
paper is treated to give it certain qualities, and the writer has seen 
these men that were shown the methods request they be applied 
to cheap grade papers, for they learned from their visit to the mills 
that this might be accomplished without extra expense to the paper 
maker. But the worst feature of the paper business today lies in 
the fact that the paper maker has to satisfy three or four different 
parties before his paper is acceptable. 

The paper dealer in the first place receives an order from a 
printer for a certain grade of paper, that is to be an extra good 
paper, having good, clear white color. and must be so and so on 
its surface, and the sizing and finish of the paper must also be 
just so, so that it will work just right on the printing presses, and 
the printer usually sends samples along with the order, which are 
to give the paper maker an idea of just what is desired. The paper 
dealer goes to the maker of paper with the story he got from the 
printer and leaves the samples with him. The paper maker looks 
the samples over and decides in his own mind just what he will 
have to do to match them, and when the paper is made it may 
satisfy his ideas of what it should be; but there is the paper buyer; 
he has ideas also, and sometimes they differ very much from those 
of the paper maker, and then there is the man who is to use the 
paper, he has ideas on the paper also, and many times two of the 
three men will call the paper made a match to the sample, while 
the third will do the opposite, and so it is here the difficulty comes. 


and from this one feature results many disagreements and loss of 
good will among the parties concerned. 

To overcome this disagreeable feature of paper making many 
mills have adopted a standard grade for finish, strength, color, and 
so on, and when a customer desires a special lot of paper they give 
him samples from their various makes, and he chooses from these 
the qualities he desires in his paper. By this means the mill is 
able to guarantee him just what he desires and everyone is usually 
Paper buyers often remark the inability of one 
mill to match another’s make of paper, especially in color, and they 
will send to a mill a small order with the request that it match 
the sample exactly in color. The sample may have been made at a 
mill possessing peculiar water and colors, so that it is almost an im- 
possibility for the other mill to match its paper. The paper buyers 
do not realize the troubles of the paper maker in these things, and 
they sometimes expect a mill to experiment for a week for the sake 
of getting paper a dead match to their sample. Even mills that 
make a paper right at one time have difficulty in matching it ex- 
actly on the second make. 


well satisfied. 


This are several reasons for this for 
which the paper maker is not to blame. 

The rag or wood used in the paper may have changed in qual- 
ity, and the paper maker finds it impossible to obtain the very same 
paper he made on the first make of the order. It is not up to him 
if the maker of the wood sulphite overcooked the wood or the rag 
seller gave him fast dyed rags mixed in with his usual grade. He 
has no means at hand of finding these things out until his wood 
sulphite has reached the beating engines and the rags have been put 
to bleach in the washer. At times the color man is liable to make 
a slight mistake in the make-up of the color that he supplies to 
the paper maker, and as he must depend upon this color to get the 
desired shade in his paper, he certainly cannot be held to blame for 
not succeeding. So should he once in a while let a lot of paper 
leave his mill that is not an exact duplicate to the sample sent him 
by the buyer of the paper he should not be too seriously dealt with 
He should be given a chance to get after the men that did not give 
him what they were supposed to give. It is good policy for any 
mill to let it be understood among the buyers of their paper that 
they do not guarantee an absolute match to samples, but that they 
will come within a reasonable distance to them. A salesman who 
tells his customer that he will match any sample absolutely is doing 
the suicide act for his company business. And the paper maker 
who is told that he must match a sample exactly, just because a 
fool salesman told the customer he would do so, is indeed in a 
very difficult position, for there are so many things liable to hap- 
pen while he is engaged in trying to fill the promises given that to 
figure or estimate the cost of such a paper is impossible. If luck 
is abundant he might succeed in striking a match on the first at- 
tempt, but usually it takes three and four times the usual time al- 
lowed in making such papers. 

Paper makers having now posted most thoroughly the paper 
dealer in what to expect on certain grades of paper are forced to 
stand by and receive complaints that are sometimes most foolish, 
and the paper dealers, not to be outdone in the distribution of 
paper making knowledge, have told the users of paper what was told 
to them, and the users of paper are now continually complaining 
to the paper dealers that they are not getting the quality of paper 
they should. And so has competition made the lot of the paper 
buyer a hard and undesirable one, and many a mill is making paper 
today at a price which warrants them no profit, and they must 
make it up somewhere, and somewhere they may possibly find a 
dealer or user of paper that is not yet wise, and it is to this poor 
man they look for relief; but so many are in search of him he does 
not remain in ignorance long, and soon demands the best.

PAPER STATISTICS OF THE WORLD. 





The Total Annual Production Figured at Eight Million Tons— 
Fifty-five Per Cent. of This Made in Europe, Forty Per Cent. 


in the United States—Interesting Figures and Comparisons. 


By “B” in the World’s Paper Trade Review. 

Franz Krawany, director of the Paper Union of Vienna, has 
issued a brochure in which he has compiled statistics showing the 
productive capacity of the various paper making countries of the 
world. The brochure may be obtained from the Zentralblatt fur 
die 6str.-ungar Papierindustrie, Wien L., Nibelungen gasse I, post 
free for one mark. We abstract the following statistical informa- 
tion from a notice of Mr. Krawany’s work in the Wochenblatt fur 
Papierfabrikation : 

“The total annual production of paper in the whole world amounts 
to 8,000,000 tons. Of this quantity 55 per cent. is produced in 
Europe. Germany accounts for 17 per cent. of the world’s pro- 
duction; England, 11 per cent.; France, 7 per cent.; Austria-Hun- 
gary, 5 per cent.; Russia and Finland, 3% per cent.; Sweden, 3 
per cent., and Norway, 1% per cent. Of the 43 per cent, to be 
credited to America, the United States produce nearly 4o per 
cent. and Canada nearly 3 per cent. 

“The annual paper consumption per head of population in Eu- 
rope is 10 kilogrammes (about 22% pounds). For England the 
consumption is reckoned at 25 kilogrammes per head; Sweden, 24 
kilos.; Finland, 23% kilos.; Germany, 1934 kilos.; Norway, 16 
kilos.; Switzerland, 15 kilos.; Holland, 14% kilos.; France, 14 
kilos.; Austria and Belgium, 11 kilos.; and so on downward to 
3ornia, which consumes only one-half kilo. per head of population. 
Canada has the greatest consumption per head of population in the 
whole world, at 28% kilos., and the United States takes fourth 
place at 22% kilos. 

“The number of paper machines, including board machines, is 
estimated at 9,109. The average production per machine depends 
of course on the class of paper, the width of machine and the speed. 
It is shown in the following table:

“The greatest production of a single firm is that of the Inter- 
national Paper Company, of New York, which produces annually 
470,000 tons, or 6 per cent. of the world’s production. In Europe 
the greatest production by a single firm is reached by Edward 
Lloyd, Ltd., of Sittingbourne, with 67,500 tons per annum, and the 
second place is taken by the Darblay Company, of Essonne and 
Bellegarde, with 63.000 tons. The largest producer in Germany is 
the firm of Kiibler & Niethammer, with 25,000 tons per annum. 

“The greatest limited company in the paper making industry is 
the International Paper Company, of New York, with a capital of 
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£12,500,000, equal to about double the capital of the whole of the 
eighty limited companies in the German paper industry. 

“Assuming that the population and the consumption of paper pe: 
head will increase during the next ten years at the present rate 
it is calculated that 1,000 more paper machines will be at work 
at the end of that time and that the world’s production will have 
increased by 25 per cent. Whether this calculated increase will be 
restricted by a deficiency of the raw material, especially of wood. 
remains to be seen. 

“The world’s production of mechanical wood pulp is roughly 
3,500,000 tons; that of chemical wood pulp and straw pulp is 3.250. 
000 tons.” 


Plan of Forestation for Great Britain Favored. 

Lonpon, England, January 22, 1909.—The royal commission 
which has been considering the question of experimenting in fores- 
tation in Great Britain to meet the unemployment difficulty has 
reported unanimously in its favor, and recommends the appoint 
ment of special commissions with compulsory power to purchase 
land on the precedent of the small holdings act of 1907, subject to 
certain specified reservations. 

The report states that the area available for forestation in the 
United Kingdom, without enroaching on agricultural land, is 9,- 
000,000 acres, namely, 6,000,000 in Scotland, 2,500,000 in England 
and 500,000 in Ireland. It adds that 150,000 acres might be affor- 
ested annually, giving temporary direct employment to 18,000 men 


‘in the winter months and indirect permanent direct employment to 


000 when the whole area is planted. 

The scheme calls for the expenditure of $10,000,000 yearly, and 
as forestation represents a productive investment it should be 
financed by a loan, the interest on which would be met by taxation. 
The commission estimates that there would be a deficit of $450,000 
the first year, rising progressively to $15,656,250 in the fortieth year, 
after which the forests would be self supporting. After eighty years 
the net revenue ought to be $87,500,000 at present prices, but a 
great advance is to be expected, with a corresponding profit to the

If the use of exhaust steam as power 
is left out of the question, when at a temperature of about 100° C. 
(212° Fahr.) and at a pressure a little higher than that of the 
atmosphere, the whole of the latent heat is available for other 
purposes. As a large proportion can be extracted, this exhaust 
steam is considered quite as suitable as live steam for heating 
drying cylinders. 

From this explanation it is clear that the use of exhaust steam 
from a steam engine or turbine is far more economical than the 
use of live steam for both the steam engine and the drying cylin- 
ders. From the fact, however, that many German factories use live 
steam for both purposes, the question arises whether this system 
has special advantages of its own, or whether there are particular 
reasons for its application. Where a temperature is required in 
excess of that of exhaust steam, live steam must of course be used. 
Thus in making paper smooth on one side it is 
the sheet with a certain percentage of 
and dried on a drying cylinder.

dried. The mixing of exhaust steam live con- 
sidered unadvisable, the counter pressure being thus needlessly 
increased. 

The higher the speed at which the paper machine is driven 
the more steam is required, and the supply of exhaust steam 
will thus be sufficient in many cases to dry the paper. When the 
machine is going rapidly, in making lighter grades, the paper 
comes from the wet portion well pressed, the extensive surface 
facilitating the condensation of the water. When, on the contrary, 
cardboard is being made, the exhaust steam is usually insufficient, 
except when there is a large drying surface. 

Owing to the above facts the drying portion of paper machines 
has of late years consisted of 30 or more cylinders, an arrange- 
ment previously unknown. In the such machines the 
exhaust steam from the engine has been found amply sufficient 
to dry the paper. This saving constitutes one of the principal 
advantages of large machines and the use of live steam for drying 


case of 


purposes under such circumstances is qualified by the writer of 
the article as an unpardonable mistake. The necessity of using 
live steam is usually the result of a wrong proportion between the 
size of the drying portion and the extent of the production. 
Any concerns obliged to use live steam for drying should try 
to do so as economically as possible, by using as little as they can. 
The best way to do so is by making the passage from one cylinder 
to another as wide as practicable and by establishing a good cir- 
culation of air. The evaporation of the water is more rapid if 
the paper comes into contact with a good deal of air. 

Slow drying on an extensive drying portion undoubtedly more 
resembles the so-called air drying, but as long as no shrinking 
takes place air drying will not be exactly imitated. Experience 
has shown that writing paper dried on such large drying portions 
is no better than other paper dried on smaller drying portions 
at a considerably higher temperature. If the paper on a drying 
cylinder is for a very long time exposed to a high temperature 
it may thereby suffer; this being particularly the case as to card- 
board moving at a very low speed. With papers, however, which 
run at a moderate or high speed over the drying portion of the 
machine, and have an opportunity of cooling in the air between 
the cylinders, no damage is to be anticipated from the elevated 
temperature. One circumstance is, mentioned. Col- 
ored papers often have an undesirable spotted appearance on the 
side which comes into contact with the surfaces of the cylinders. 
The cooling of the paper between the cylinders may be facilitated 
by the regulation of the speed of the latter, when they are in 
small groups; this also leading to the paper acquiring the de- 
sired shrinking in a longitudinal direction. The paper is heated 
for a short time at high temperature, then dried in the air (between 
the cylinders), by which means it can shrink, being then again 
subjected to heat. 

In conclusion, the writer urges the advantage of using exhaust 
steam, even if the latter must have a pressure of one or two at- 
mospheres in order to attain the needed temperature. For this 
purpose, however, a steam engine would be needed which would 
run well with a counter pressure of two atmospheres and would 
do the work estimated. The exhaust steam from such an engine 
could be used for all purposes of heating and drying. Reference 
is made to the treatment of this subject some years ago by 
President Meurer of the Central Paper Company, of Muskegon, 
Mich. So as to equalize changing requirements as to exhaust steam, 
it is advised to interpose a low pressure boiler into which the 
steam engine discharges its exhaust steam. The boiler must be 
partly filled with unheated water, for the purpose of storing the 
heat of the exhaust steam.

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BRITISH IMPORTS AND EXPORTS. 


Despite the Dullness of the Market the Foreigner Has Increased 
His Sales in the United Kingdom—Imports Over $630,000 
More Than in 1907—Export Business Encouraging. 


It seems somewhat remarkable that during a dull period,.which 
marked the greater part of the last year (1908), the foreigner should 
have succeeded in increasing his trade with the United Kingdom. 
Some explanation no doubt may be found in the reduced buying 
capacity of the United States, which led to more active attention to 
this market. 

Tue YeEAr’s IMports. 

The British import trade in paper, etc., now exceeds £5,750,000 
sterling per annum, the actual amount for 1908 being £5,709,950., 
or £126,063 above the value for 1907. English makers of reel 
paper do not appear to have been subjected to such keen competi- 
tion as the manufacturers of packing and wrappings. The receipts 
of reel paper (for printing or writing) were as under:

The toal value of the imports of reel paper last year shows a re- 
duction of £113,123 compared with 1907, the principal loss being 
sustained by the United States. The value of the reel paper re- 
ceived from Sweden last year represents 34.9 per cent. of the total; 
Norway, 33.6 per cent.; Germany, 8.5 per cent.; United States, 7.7 
per cent.; Netherlands, 3.5 per cent., and Belgium, 1.3 per cent.

Apparently a heavy decline took place last year in the imports 
of printings and writings not on reels, amounting to £1,405,792, but 
it must be explained that in 1907 the receipts of packings and wrap- 
pings were included. These were shown separately in 1908, being 
as under: Paper for packing and wrapping, £1,648,486. This sum, 
if added to printings and writings, not on reels, would show an 
increase of £242,694 instead of a decrease of £1,405,792, as compared 
with 1907. It is surprising, considering the magnitude of the for- 
eign competition in packings and wrappings, that the countries sup- 
plying the British market are not specified. The imports of other 
goods last year, as. compared with 1907, show: Hangings, an in- 
crease of £6,129; other printed or coated paper, a decrease of £36,- 
879; strawboards, an increase of £29,952, and mill and wood pulp 
boards, a decrease of £2,710. Hitherto the imports have been 
shown as received from the countries from whence they were 
shipped direct to the United Kingdom, but for the current year they 
will be classified as received from the countries whence they were 
consigned, thus showing more clearly the actual competitors. 

Exports oF BritisH PAPER. 

Considering the depressed state of trade generally the decline of 
£28,599 in the exports of British paper last year (the total value 
being £2,315,631) cannot be considered as heavy, particularly as an 
improvement is shown of £251,815 compared with 1906. During

First Revocation Under British Patent Act. 


Wasuincton, D. C., January 25, 1909.—The first revocation of 
a patent granted to a foreigner by Great Britain under the new 
patents act is announced. Consul Frank W. Mahin, of Nottingham, 
deeming the case of interest to Americans who hold or contemplate 
taking out British patents, reviews it as follows: 

The case involved two patents granted toa German upon the same 
invention, a process of manufacturing thin imitation stone slabs or 
tiles. An exclusive license in this country was held by a Belgian 
company. It was admitted that the process had been carried on 
exclusively outside of the United Kingdom, but in defense it was 
stated that the company’s factory in Belgium was sufficient to deal 
with the whole of its trade in this country and elsewhere, and that 
the articles could not be produced as cheaply in Great Britain as 
abroad, owing to the higher cost of labor and materials. It was 
also stated that the company had advertised in British trade journals 
that the owners were willing to dispose of the patents or to enter 
into a working arrangement with firms in Great Britain likely to 
be interested in the process, and had communicated with various 
British firms for the purpose of granting licenses under the patents 
or of selling the latter, but that no offer had been received in re- 
sponse. The decision of the Comptroller General is quoted in part 
as follows: 

“It seemed impossible to hold that a patentee could relieve him- 
self of the duty of manufacturing in this country by the mere in- 
sertion at any time of a few advertisements and the sending round 
to manufacturers of a few circulars to which no replies were re- 
ceived.” Dealing with a suggestion that patentees who had taken 
cut their patents before the passing of the act should be treated 
with greater leniency than those who had since taken out patents, 
the Comptroller General pointed out that a year of grace had al- 
zeady been allowed under the act, and said that he could find 
nothing in the act which would justify him in lengthening it. 

“It had been contended by counsel for the patentees that the 
cbject of the section being merely to bring about the establishment 
of new industries in this country a patent might not be revoked 
under it unless it could be shown that the revocation would lead 
to the establishment of such new industries. In the present in- 
stance if the patents were revoked it seemed to him impossible to 
say that a new industry would not be established in this country, 
where no royalties would be payable.” 


Bankruptcy proceedings have been filed against the Baton Rouge 
(La.) State-Times, and Deputy United States Marshal Queen 
served the papers. E. P. Brandao, of New Orleans, has filed the 
bankruptcy proceedings.

The Question of Standardizing Print Rolls. 

The newspaper publishers have taken the initiative in ‘the agita 
tion for the standardizing of the widths of rolls of print paper 
tc be used by the newspapers of the country, and last. week Her- 
man Ridder, president of the American Newspaper Publishers’ As 
sociation, addressed a letter to President Hastings, of the Amer- 
ican Paper and Pulp Association. 

Mr. Ridder suggests that committees from both associations 
be appointed to consider the matter and make recommendations 
at the annual meeting of the two organizations. It is the general 
opinion of the paper manufacturers that they have nothing to do 
with this matter, it being considered a question for the publishers 
to decide.

meeting of the American Paper and Pulp Association, which occurs 
in February, and at the annual meeting of the American News- 
paper Publishers’ Association, which occurs in April?

Dear Str—Replying to yours of the 13th inst., I have talked 
with several manufacturers of news paper in reference to the stand- 
ardization of width of rolls, and the general opinion is that the 
manufacturers really have nothing to do with it. Whatever 
width rolls the publishers use the manufacturers will make. We 
cannot change our paper machines to suit widths, except as new 
machines are added. It would seem to me that it is practically a 
matter for the publishers as to the standardization. I will be glad 
to bring the matter up at the annual meeting of the association 
in February, and advise you of any action which may be taken.

NEW AUTOMATIC PULP PRESS. 





The Object of the New Invention Is to Reduce Fluid Pulp by 
Powerful Water Pressure Into Dry or Semi-Dry Cakes 
or Sheets of Uniform Size and Thickness. 





Kristen A. Torsen, of Watertown, N. Y., has invented certain 
improvements in automatic pulp presses, of which the following 
is a specification. U. S. Patent No. 910,245. 

This invention relates to improvements in pulp presses, designed 
and the 
invention relates particularly to a pulp press of the class which 
automatic in all of its workings. 

The object of the invention is to provide a press to be operated 


for use in reducing fluid wood pulp to sheets or cakes, 
is entirely 


by a powerful fluid pressure, which is capable of reducing fluid 
pulp to dry or semi-dry cakes or sheets of uniform size and 
thickness convenient for either storing or shipping. 

A further object is to provide a pulp press which is entirely 
automatic in its working, and wherein, from the time the fluid 
pulp is delivered to the compression chamber and the machine 
is started, until the resulting cakes of dry pulp are formed and 
ejected from the machine and the power is shut off, no manual 
attendance or work is required. 

A further object is to provide a simple, strong, rapid and auto- 
matic pulp press of the class which is capable of being operated 
continuously for long intervals at a high speed, and wherein, 
owing to novel construction and arrangement of its parts, the 
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device may be made of comparatively light materials, and may be 
installed and operated with great economy as com 
pared with presses of the class heretofore devised and con- 
structed. 

The invention consists principally in providing a suitable base, 


produced, 


upon which is mounted a strong compression box having a 
press chamber therein, an opening or inlet being provided at the 
top of the chamber for the admission of fluid pulp, and another 
opening through the bottom of the chamber for the discharge 
of the dry pulp cakes, the press chamber also provided with 
one open end, in which is disposed a platen or plunger capable 
of being forced into the chamber to press the water out of the 
pulp; the said platen provided on its inner face with suitable 
drainage plates to carry off the water. and like drainage facil- 
ities being provided on the opposite wall of the press chamber 
for a like purpose. 

The invention further consists in providing a frame disposed 
in the chamber, in which the dry or semi-dry sheets or cakes 
of pulp are formed, the said frame being vertically movable 
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through the bottom opening in the chamber, for the purpose of 
discharging the cakes or sheets of pulp. The invention further 
consists in providing means for the rapid removal of the cakes 
from the frame. 

The invention further consists in providing a powerful main 
pressure cylinder also mounted on the base and immovably con 
nected to the compression box, the said cylinder having a piston 
and a piston rod, the latter connected to the platen and capable 
of operating the same reciprocally; the main cylinder being oper- 
ated by a low pressure by means of which the pressing is 
begun, then operated by a high pressure to effect the final pressing, 
and then operated a second time by low pressure, for the pur- 
pose of reversing the piston and withdrawing the platen, to 
permit of the ejecting of the pulp cake, and the refilling of 
the chamber with fluid pulp for another pressing. 

The invention further consists in providing a_ reciprocating 
gate to open and close the pulp inlet in the top of the press 
chamber, and a similar gate to open and close the outlet or 
opening in the bottom of the chamber. 

The invention further consists in providing a number of 
groups or series of automatic pressure actuated parts for con- 
trolling the operation of the main cylinder, and also for opening 
and closing the inlet and outlet to said chamber. The 
matic operating 


said auto- 
parts consisting chiefly of a number of pressure 
actuated valves, cylinders and connecting parts, preferably oper- 
ated by water pressure, and each group or series arranged to 
operate independently of the other. And the invention further 
consists in providing a number of simple timing devices to con- 
trol the operation of certain parts of the machine, and in simple 
means for effecting the repeating of the cycle of pressing opera- 
tions, to make the working of the machine continuous for long 
intervals or periods. 

Figure 1 is a side elevation, showing the general construction 
and arrangement of the pulp press ready for use.

Buying is still being held to 
consumptive requirements, and this offers little inducement to the 
jobbers to order ahead. A cut of 5 per cent. has taken place on 
bags in the New York market.
